The  Elmhurst  College  Campus  was  saddened  this  year  by  the  loss  of 
its  beloved  leader  and  President,  Dr.  Henry  W.  Dinkmeyer.  Dr.  Dinkmeyer 
was  a  familiar  figure  in  the  "everyday  life"  of  the  school  where  his  stately 
bearing,  ready  smile,  and  keen  sense  of  dedication  to  his  God  and  to  his 
alma  mater  endeared  him  to  all  who  knew  him.  And  many  really  knew 
this  man,  for  he  played  a  truly  significant  role  as  college  presidents  go. 
Never  limiting  his  activities  to  the  cloistered  confines  of  closed  doors  and 
high  level  policy  decisions,  Dr.  Dinkmeyer  kept  his  office  and  indeed  his 
very  life  open  to  those  who  wished  to  share  in  his  friendship  or  to  seek  some 
personalized  counseling.  Eulogies  there  have  been  in  these  past  few  months 
for  a  man  whose  life  touched  the  lives  of  so  many  others.  They  called  him 
"the  Builder"  and  told  us  that  in  the  wake  of  his  untimely  passing  he  had 
left  as  his  enduring  memorial  on  the  Elmhurst  Campus,  monuments  in 
stone,  which  were  the  significant  contributions  of  his  decade  of  service. 
Yet  stone  is  cold,  and  with  the  passage  of  time,  these  buildings  will  become 
an  accepted  part  of  the  college  setting  and  will  belong  to  the  memory  and 
heritage  of  an  institution  and  not  to  any  one  man.  The  monument  which 
Dr.  Dinkmeyer  leaves  behind  is  yet  to  be  completed  for  it  is  to  be  found 
in  the  lives  of  those  who  in  their  years  at  Elmhurst  were  touched  in  a  very 
common,  ordinary,  yet  significant  manner  by  the  strength  of  his  character 
and  the  quality  of  spirit  which  shone  through  his  life  and  actions.  This  is 
not  the  type  of  monument  marked  by  the  tangible  grandeur  of  a  building 
or  the  eloquent  utterance  of  a  touching  eulogy.  Memories  soon  fade,  yet 
the  seeds  of  dedication  and  Christian  purpose  remain  in  the  lives  of  those 
who  knew  him  as  more  than  a  minister,  a  President,  an  executive  or  even 
a  builder.  To  those  hundreds  of  students  who  came  to  know  him  as  a 
"friend,"  the  noble  quality  of  his  life  lives  on  in  the  quality  of  life  which 
he  engendered  in  them.  New  leaders  arise,  new  opportunities  for  service 
are  opened,  and  always  in  our  minds  as  we  make  our  contribution  to  life 
will  be  the  thought  "were  it  not  for  him  .  .  ."  Yes,  his  memory  lives  on 
as  a  "monument  in  lives."

Faces  Toward  Freedom 


One  result  of  the  unrest  of  the  great  Hungarian  revolution  last  fall  was  an  influx 
of  that  country's  young  people  into  our  colleges  and  universities.  Elmhurst  College 
was  privileged  to  have  twenty-five  of  these  students  who  had  left  their  homeland 
and  everything  which  was  familiar  to  them  in  search  of  freedom.  Many  left  on  as 
little  as  a  day's  notice,  such  was  the  urgency  of  their  departure.  Offered  to  them  at 
Elmhurst  were  nine  weeks  of  extensive  English  courses  and  a  smattering  of  Campus 
activity.  The  students  of  Elmhurst.  in  the  process  of  trying  to  acquaint  their  new 
friends  with  the  "American  Way  of  Life"  profited  perhaps  more  from  the  experience 
than  the  Hungarians  did.  They  learned  that  there  are  more  likenesses  between 
countries  than  differences,  and  that  students  in  quest  of  truth  and  freedom,  be  it 
intellectual-  or  social,  speak  the  "same  language."  This  fall  will  find  our  friends 
scattered  about  the  country  at  colleges  where  they  will  take  up  regular  studies  to 
prepare  for  the  fields  in  which  they  are  interested.  We  wish  Godspeed  to  these 
courageous  young  people  in  the  fulfillment  of  their  education  and  we  remember 
the  words  of  one  of  the  young  women  who  said  "May  your  country  never  know  the 
terror  of  Communism."  This  is  the  challenge  they  left  to  us.
